"AN  EMERGENCY  FOR  OUR  COUNTRY  ..." 

The  day  that  this  page  is  being  written,  the  papers  report  that  San  Francisco's 
Negro  cab  drivers  have  organized  to  compel  nondiscriminatory  hiring  by  all  the 
city's  taxi  firms  .  .  .  that  comedian  Dick  Gregory  has  been  released  at  his  request 
from  his  San  Francisco  nightclub  contract  so  that  he  could  fly  to  Jackson,  Miss. 
He  said  he  "just  had  to  go"  .  .  .  that  15  more  demonstrators  have  arrived  at 
Sacramento  to  protest  delays  in  the  proposed  state  fair  housing  bill  .  .  .  that  Roy 
Wilkins,  national  NAACP  executive  secretary,  has  been  arrested  in  Jackson  on  a 
felony  charge,  "restraint  of  trade"  .  .  .  that  a  thousand  quiet  citizens  marched 
through  downtown  San  Jose  in  protest  against  racial  discrimination  .  .  .  that  a 
meeting  among  Negro  intellectuals  and  Attorney  General  Robert  Kennedy  pro- 
duced "much  bitterness  and  fingerwaving."  The  conference  was  called  at  the  behest 
of  novelist  James  Baldwin,  who  said  afterward  that  "we  were  a  little  shocked  at 
the  extent  of  his  naivete"  .  .  .  and  that  Premier  Obote  of  Uganda  had  read  an 
"open  letter"  (written  to  President  Kennedy)  to  representatives  of  31  African 
nations,  gathered  in  Addis  Ababa  at  Haile  Selassie's  invitation,  in  which  he  deplored 
"the  most  inhuman  treatment  of  our  kith  and  kin"  in  Alabama. 

One  of  the  men  at  the  White  House  conference,  psychologist  Kenneth  Clark, 
stated  afterward  that  they  had  been  trying  to  say  that  "this  was  an  emergency  for 
our  country,  as  Americans,  but  this  never  got  over."  In  the  belief  that  the  present 
situation  is  urgently  important  for  all  Americans,  KPFA  is  broadcasting  a  great 
deal  of  special  programming  in  this  Folio,  concentrated  in  three  blocks:  Saturday 
and  Sunday,  June  22-23,  and  Saturday,  June  29.  Plan  now  to  listen,  with  your 
family,  your  friends,  your  club  or  study  group.
